Tue immediate effects of a man’s 
actions may often be very unlike what 
might reasonably have been predicted. 
Often an ill course of conduct ‘results 
in good, while more frequently the best 
intentioned, and best carried out, policy 
meets with but an inadequate reward. 
It is thus that the British Minister's 
arbitration in the dispute between 
China and Japan seems to have resulted. 
Now, while we have been willing to 
afford ventilation to other opinions, our 
own have decidedly concurred in this 
matter with Mr, Wade's. It was his 
clear duty, as the representative of Great 
Britain, to endeavour to procure. a 
friendly settlement of the dispute, and 
his suecess in achieving this shows that 
both parties to the quarrel were equally 
glad of the deus ex machina to get them 
out of an embarrassing situation, 
Whether Mr. Wade thinks too highly 
or not of the success attending his 
endeavours, is a matter with which we 
have nothing to say. It is alsoa matter 
of no moment in our present position 
whether he acted on his own rese 
ponsibility or on orders from the Govern- 
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ment at home. Mr. Wade did what 
was clearly right, and having done this 
he has fallen in for some of the abuse 
which so frequently falls to the lot of 
the man acting from a sense of duty. 
With ‘regard to the immediate effects 
of the settlement, there can be no rea- 
sonable doubt in any man’s mind, Mr. 
‘Wade's included, that a little struggle 
would probably have resulted in much 
good for China, Tho lesson of humi- 
Tiation was not deep enough, and China 
scarcely .comprehends the ridiculous 
figure she has cut, Even now that she 
is out of the bush, some of her officials 
brag that she alone conquered Japan, but 
somewhat inconsistently they mix’ this 
brag of their own prowess with abuso of 
the action of the British Minister, What 
right had Mr. Wado to interfere between 
her prowess and its natural results— 
ithe. utter annihilation of Japan? Ib 
does not occur of course to the half 
reasoning Chinese statesman that Mr. 
Wade did not interfere till he was 
asked, or at least given to understand 
that his mediation would be acceptable, 
and, that that mediation in no respect 
assumed the. form.of.a threat. In 
point.of fact, that, while wishing to 
preserve the peace of the Far Hast, 
Great Britain had other interests be- 
sides interforing to adjust a quarrel 
“between China and Japan to the 
advantage of one or other. There 
are cases where intervention may be 
dictated by consideration of kindred or 
of political good faith, but whether 
-Jepan or China got worsted in this 
affair was a matter with which Great 
‘Britain as a power was concerned 
in. the: most infinitesimal degree. On 
the other hand, there are those of Mr. 
Wade’s own countrymen who argue 
that he should have made his good 
offices an occasion for demanding the 
\Prompt settlement of some ‘of tho 
causes in dispute between Great Britain 
and China. There are of course no 
moral reasons against such a course of 
conduct. The benefit he conferred was 
great and immediate, and he might 
fairly have made it a matter of bargain. 
It certainly seems almost a pity that 
he did not take the opportunity, and 
demand at once the removal of that 
bugbear the Woosung Bar. Other 
little matters, such as the continued 
obstructiveness of the officers in charge 
of the internal barriers and the levying 
~-of- differential duties, hud almost as 
‘great a claim. Qn the other hand, 
‘his'claim with reference to the removal 
© of: these’ points of dispute would 
sundonbtedly be: weakened by such 
line‘ of conduct.. Were the British 
‘Minister ‘to proceed, as a matter of 











bargain, to stipulate for the fulfilment 
of solemn obligations, a road would 
probably be opened for future opera- 
tions of the same nature. The debit 
and credit stipulations of Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock’s convention have to a con- 
siderable extent impeded the adjustment 
of many of our relations; and a return 
to such a policy, while it would be 
undignified, would also more or less 
lower our position with regard to the 
infraction of treaty rights. Another 
ground for attacking Mr. Wade's 
arbitration is, however, more specious. 
The breaking out of warlike opera- 
tions with Japan would impress on the 
Chinese still more than anything that 
has occurred, the necessity of moving 
along at a quicker pace and in a 
different manner, and the kindest 
act towards her would be to have 
permitted her to see the natural con- 
sequences of her own ignorance and 
inflated pride. Doubtless China does 
require such a lesson, and the sooner 
she gets it probably the better. There 
are many other considerations, how- 
ever, to be taken in hand. The lesson 
would probably not result in unmiti- 
gated good. The relations of the 
several Powers in the East are of such 
a nature that, in some respects, it is 
best perhaps to incline towards pre- 
serving the status quo; not that we 
should be again justified, as we did 
in the Taiping affair, in propping up 
the present Government at Peking. If 
that Government will go, by all means 
let it do so. In the present instance, 
if it offended, it also had respectable 
claims of its own.

and a very small number of non-Chine 
passengers bringing the total number up 
toabout 600.

Nearly $400,000 in treasure have been lost, 
The telegrams do not state how the fire 
originated. Particulars are expected by the 
incoming French mail, to-morrow.

with compound engines of 500 H. P. 
by Messrs. R..& W. Hawthorn & C 
The cylinders are 62 and 96 inches in 
diameter, and the engines have all the 
latest improvements, including steam 
reversing . gear, condensers, &c. Tho 
saloon accommodation is of the highest 
class, Among other comforts each cabin is 
provided with an electric telograph. to 
the pantry, to summon the steward or 
attendants, the particular cabin being 
indicated by a number. On the poop is 
‘a very comfortable smoking room. She 
has accommodation for 72 first-class pas- 
sengers. In the wheel-house a novelty is 
to be seen in Cameron’s patent steam steer- 
ing gear.

On Thursday, Captain Thomson, of 
HLS. Modeste, took leave of hisofficersand 
crew, on departing for Hongkong, por P. 
& O. steamer Bungalore, to take command 
of H.M. surveying and discovery ship 
Challenger, his acceptance of the offer of 
which appointment we notified at the time, 
In the course of the day, the crew were all 
mustered aft, when Captain Thomson an- 
nounced the termination of his command 
of the Modeste, and exprossed the regrot 
he felt at severing a connection which: had 
been to, him one of uninterrupted satis- 
faction, In the evening, the ship was 
illuminated with blue lights, and amidst 
the loud cheering of the crew and the 
music of the .band, Captain Thomson, 
escorted by the whole of tho officers off 
duty, proceeded to the Bangalore, The 
cheering was renewed again, and was 
supplemented by that of the crew of the 
British merchantman Northampton, which 
also exhibited a blue light and sent up 
rockets. The Modest, under Captain 
‘Thomson’s command, has been what is 
ignificantly termed amongst British bluo- 
jackets, a happy ship, and general regret 
is felt at losing 0 popular a commander, 
while at the same time the men fool a 
degree of pride that he should have been 
selected for so important a command .as 
the Challenger, 

On Friday evening, two firemen, named 
Thos, Redmond and Alox. Kehoe, belong- 
ing to the steamer Achilles, after afew hours’ 
leave on shore, went off to their ship in a 
sampan, taking with them a camphor wood 
chest, which had been purchased by Red- 
mond. ‘The third officer, Mr. Duggan, 
hearing a disturbance alongside, went to 
the gangway to ascertain the cause, and 
saw aman, who afterwards proved to be 
Redmond, in the water. Mr. Duggan ran 
down the gangway ladder, and succeeded 
in grasping and, with the assistance of 
tho quartermaster, hauling him on to 
the ladder, Redmond then said that he 
wanted to get his chest on board him- 
self, and also to help his companion 
on board, and in order to do this he 
jumped rather suddenly into the sampan, 
Yhe consequence of which was that all 
went overboard together, Kehoo never 
rose again, but Redmond managed to keep 
afloat by paddling. Mr, Anderson, chief 
officer, who had beon attractod by the 
noise, got into a sampan, and endeavoured 
to rescue Redmond, but he sank within two 
yards of the proffered help. ‘The sampan 
was allowed to drift with the tide near to 
the floating chest and a hat belonging to 
Redmond, but nothing was seen of either of 
the men afterwards, Redmond bore the 
character of a steady, quiet man, and 
had been in the ship in the ca 
of Engineer’s storekeeper on a previous 
voyage. Kehoe was a young man, generally 
well liked by all on board, and had sailed 
in the ship on a previous voyage. 

‘A.case of some suspicion hapyened on 
the river on Thursday evening last. A 
marine named Edward Carpenter, belong- 
ing to H.M.S. Ringdove, visited an 
acquaintance on board H.M.S, Modeste, 






























and got into asampan in order to return 
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on board his own vessel, about ten o'clock, 
‘He did not report himself on board, and as 
he was also missing from next morning’s 
parade, enquiries were made about him, 
Both on board the Modeste and on shore. 
An he was a quiet, steady man, it was felt 
that his absenco was not the result of 
misconduct; and considerable anxiety 
arising as to what had become of him, 
the matter was reported to the British 
Consulate, and Mr. Medhurst com- 
municated with the police, Fresh enquiries 
‘wore made by the latter on Saturday and 
yesterday ; and every place visited which 
men-of-war’s men are known to frequent, 
but without avail.

Had the com- 
munity generally been worthy of consider- 
ation, it would have been carried out long 











<7 desire to call the attention of the 
Municipal Council to a growing evil, in 
the hope that at the forthcoming meeting of 
Landrenters in May next, something may 
‘be done to suppress, or at least reduce it. 
‘Under the existing regulation, there seems 
to beno limit tothenumberof licenses issued 
to wheelbarrow coolies, and at the present 
moment, the Settlement is infested by no 
fewer than 2,000 of them. During the 
past six weeks or two months they have 
increased by nearly 400, and the cry is, 
still they come! ‘The police cannot stop 
them, and are powerless to prevent the 
nuisance and danger they create in 











and other leading thoroughfares are 
crowded with them, and they enter 
into brisk competition with the jinrick- 
aha coolies in soliciting almost every well- 
dressed passer-by to take a ride. They 
to pedestrians and 
dangerous to drivers, ‘The present tax of 
200 cash per month each on barrows is 
not sufficiently high to prevent still fur- 
ther accessions to this not altogether 
desirable class, and the questions may 
be asked, where do they come’ from, 
and what are they? A little enguiry 
shows that they are chiefly ’ field- 
Isbourers who come from various parts 
of Kiangsu, whose rate of wages is about 
1,000 or 1,500 cash per month, but who, 
hearing of the El Dorado of Shanghai 
from friends who have returned home 
with cash enough to enable them to 
rent or buy a little land on their own 
account, hasten hither with their barrows 
from distances of fifty, a hundred, aud in 
some instances, a hundred and fifty miles, 
in the hope of doing likewise. Hence the 
great increase of this immigration, to which 
we wish to draw attention, To limit the 
number by hard and fast line would perhaps 
be considered impolitic ; but it is possible 
80 to raise the monthly tax, both on wheel- 
barrows and jinrickshas, as to keep the 
traffic within narrower limits, without 
interfering with the advantages which the 
public receive from competition, even 
‘among coolies, 

From Nrxoro we hear that instances 
of interference with Missionaries are 
again reported from various parts of 
the Chekiang province, At Ping-gan- 
haien, a city in the prefecture, and to the 
south, of Wanchow, the Rev. Mr. Stott 
and another gentleman, who had recently 
established a Mission station there, have 
been compelled to retire to the prefectural 
city, where they remain, having claimed 
the protection of the Chifu. The two 
‘Missionaries had rented a house in Ping- 
gan, with the full knowledge and tacit 
consent of the local authorities; but 
though no preliminary opposition was 
offered, they had no sooner got into their 
new quarters than a popular outery was 
made, just as at Huchow ; a mob congre- 
gated, wrecked the premises, and compelled 
the Missionaries to withdraw. On com- 
plaint being made to the Chifu at Wan- 
chow, hie ordered reparation to be made 
and the issue of a proclamation setting 
forth the objects and the rights of the 
Missionaries, and enjoining respectful 
treatment of them. The recurrence of these 
outrages, however, tends to show that 
something more than simple reparation 
for the actual damage done will have 
to be insisted on. ‘The rowdies, instigated 
by the literati, seem to regard an attack 
on Missionaries as an exciting kind of 
amusement, The ringleaders are generally 
known, and the authorities can thus 
come upon them for damages, which it is 
believed they are quite willing to pay for 
the pleasure of baiting the teachers of the 
‘Western religion. When the minor excite- 
mentof destroying Mission stations becomes 
monotonous, they will probably some 
day try to keep it up by adding a few 
‘Missionaries to the holocaust. The gen- 


























tlemen lastattacked apparently consider, 
and not unreasonably, that something 
more than the Chifa has offered must be 
done to check theso outrages ; and they 
have placed their case in the hands 
of R. J, Forrest, Esq., H. M. Consul 
at Ningpo, who has been in -com- 
munication with the Taotai concerning it, 
Although the immediate satisfaction 
offered may be accepted in the meantime, 
it is hoped that the matter will be further 
represented at Peking, with the view of 
impressing strongly on the Chinese the 
gravity that such outrages acquire from 
the frequency with which they occur in 
this province. 

Fears are said to be entertained regard- 
ing the safety of the church of England 
Mission at Szchee, about ten miles from 
Ningpo. A disputo had arisen botween a 
resident in Szchee and the head of the 
native Christians in the district ; and as 
demonstrations of ill-fecling against the 
Christians were being made, the Taotai 
has sent an officer, in company with an 
officer from H. M, Consulate, to endea- 
vour to settle the difficulty. 

A serious riot has ocourred at Tarcnow, 
in the Teentai district. In consequence 
of the tax on rice having beou increased, 
the people rose en masse, to the number 
of ten thousand, about twelve days ago, 
and attacked the Chebsien’s yamén. They 
were opposed by the guard, but theso it is 
reported that they either killed or compelled 
to fly. The gentry came to the assistance 
of the ofticials, but as usual with the 
Chinese when they get thoroughly excited, 
the rioters had become perfectly reckloas 
and uncontrollable. A leading gentleman 
and the son of the Chehsion were killed, 
and the District Magistrate himeclf 
rowly escaped sharing their fate, hi 
boon rescued only after he had received 
cuts on the head, shoulders and leg. Sol- 
diers have been sent to Taichow from 
Ningpo and other places to the number of 
1,500 or 2,000 men, and itissaid that some 
six or eight executions of rioters have 
taken place already. ‘The ringleaders, 
with a numerous following, have fled 
to the hills, however, whence it will be 
almost impossible to dislodge them if they 
are provisioned to stand a siege. 

‘The following information regarding the 
observations of the Transit of Venus on 
9th December, made by the French Mis- 
sion at Puxixe, has been sent to us for 
publication by the Consul-General for

Our Peking Gazette translations to-day 
contain official reports by the Governor of 
Kwangtung and the Customs’ Taotai at 
Canton, upon the great typhoon of 22nd 
September. Although these reports come 
rather late in the day, they will be read 
with some degree of interest. ‘They refor 
chiefly to the loss of life among Govern- 
ment servants and the damage likely to 
result to the revenue from the destraction 
of tax stations and the disturbance of 
trade, The joint memorial (No. 3 of Nov. 
30) reads ‘somewhat as if Hongkong and 
Macao were regarded as legitimate centres 
for the collection of Chinese revenue, in- 
stead of ports under foreign governments.

‘NATURAL AND MORAL PHENOMENA IN 
SHANGHAI. 


‘Bema the last made place on the face 
of the earth, Shangbai naturally bears 
still some of the marks of recent crea- 
ction. It can scarcely be said yet to 
have settled down to the regular 
humdram so agreeable to statisticians, 
and now and then, when it does kick 
over the traces, it does it with a ven- 
geance. We all know that in the 
hurry of creation but a single tap was 
left in the heavens to supply us with 
water, and we likewise know to our 
cost that if sometimes the water-bailiff 
forgets to turn it on, he also sometimes 
lets it run with a vengeance when once 
he opens the valve. Nor can we offer 
any calculation as to when our wet 
weather is likely to come. We have 
quite made up our minds perhaps that 
June is to be wet, when, as if to upset 
our calculations, and spurn our au- 
dacity, not a cloud is to be seen from 
one end of the month to another. 
Indeed, the bailiff is somewhat impartial 
with regard to his rainy season, and 
occasionally, for a change, lights on the 
most unlikely of months for the opera- 
tion of opening the tap. But it is not 
alone in rain that we are treated to 
what our American friends call “big 
licks.” Shanghai had long enjoyed 
the reputation of being one of the most 
healthy spots in the world, when all 
at once cholera became epidemic; so 
completely changed seemed to be’ the 
aspect of affairs that all the Life 
Insurance Offices took fright, and for 
many years it was nearly as impossible 
to get one’s life insured in Shanghai, as 
it would have been to get insurance on a 
powder magazine, Nor are these little 
peculiarities confined to the natural 
phenomena of the place. By reflex 
action, they seem to affect our moral 
and economic nature. Does an odd 
resident cross the bounds of propriety, 
half Shanghai seems to be seized with 
an impulse to justify the Duke of 
Somerset, in speaking of the place as a 
“sink of iniquity.” Do we go in for 
losses on tea or silk; they are bound 
to.be “big licks” again. We run up 
the share market to such a giddy height 
that our frail half liquid mud founda- 
tion is unable to bear the edifice, and 
it comes tumbling down about our ears. 
If we want a church, we build it, as 
‘Herr Wagner composes his music, for 
the “future.” ° If we need a theatre, 
it must, more hibernico, be bigger for 
ite size than any other theatre to be 
therefore, only in the course 
of nature that when we take to burning 
ships, we shall do it in the same exces- 
sive manner. Let us make a calcula- 
tion, Ont of some fifty ships in har- 
bour, three are burnt in a space of 
about as many weeks. Some fifty, con- 
sequently, or the entire number, should 
be burnt in the course of a year. The 
annual risk, therefore, on ships lying in 
the Shanghai river, should be exactly 











one hundred per cent! Such acalcula- 
tion is palpably absurd, yet it is 
only in degree Jess absurd than many 
which have been made and gained 
acceptance. The rates of life insurance 
are a case in point. An epidemic 
owing its origin to well defined but 
anomalous causes, having little con- 
nection with the local circumstances 
of the port, suddenly broke out, 
and nearly decimated the foreign 
community. It would have been as 
reasonable, or more so, to found tables 
of mortality for Paris, on statistics 
collected during the seige. Shanghai, 
in the respects we have mentioned, is 
situated like any other small and 
isolated community. Were we able to 
take a wide view of its meteorology, we 
would find that it obeyed certain laws as 
closely as any other spot in the world ; 
our mistake lying in our ignorance of 
its surroundings, and of its secular 
variations. In like manner, where 
trade is confined to a few articles, 
failure in them will be far more marked 
in its general effects than where the 
number of staples is greater. A bad 
silk year in London only affects the 
smali portion of the community in- 
terested in that particular article, but 
a bad silk year in Shanghai means loss 
and crippled resources to almost the 
entire foreign settlement. So it would 
be wrong to argue that any particular 
danger tending to produce fire on 
board ship existed at Shanghai. There 
was no common cause for the three 
fires which have lately occurred ; each 
has to be calculated on its own merits. 
Tt was a coincidence that all three 
ocourred in the Shanghai river—just 
as it was a coincidence that the 
most serions-should have occurred 
on the first anniversary of the 
destruction of the Moyune—but the 
same causes would have led to the 
same results elsewhere. No special 
disabilities for putting out fires have 
been discovered in Shanghai, any 
more than any special predisposi- 
tion to their origin. And what is 
true of natural or semi-natural pheno- 
mena, may be looked upon as true of 
moral ones. Many paths to vice are 
open in a large city like London, where 
men are occupied with a thousand and 
one roads to wealth or prosperity. In 
Shanghai, from the smallness and isola- 
tion of the community, men’s minds are 
forced to work in a groove. Some- 
thing special is always coming to 
grief in London, and its particular 
effects are uot noted amongst the 
thousand others following in quick 
succession. In a small community, on 
the contrary, everything seems to go on 
fairly for a time. Some check occurs 
in the line most adopted by the com- 
munity, and it is discovered that all 
has not been going as correctly as 
possible. The inference to be drawn is, 
that disclosures of the kind, though 
occurring in small communities at 
longer intervals than in large, when 
they do occur are found to affect for the 
time the whole, to a greater extent. 





This is the true reading of the 
statistics of the case; and one ought, 
therefore, to be prepared for abnormal 
outbursts, in natural as well as moral 
phenomena, occurring at irregular in- 
tervals. 





‘THE FRENCH AND TONQUIN. 


One of the most interesting papers 
produced for some time was that read 
by Mr. Cordier, at the last meeting of 
the local Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, on Tonquin and recent events 
there. Although in the last century 
and the beginning of this Tonquin was 
the seat of a considerable trade, carried. 
on by the British and Dutch East 
India Companies, no country seems 
more completely tohave dropped ont of 
recollection. If we seek for any in- 
formation, we need to have recourse to 
authorities some fifty or sixty years 
old at the least. Viewing the present 
state of Tonquin, it seems strange that it 
should have supported a foreign trade. 
It did in these days apparently pro- 
duce enough silk and musk, and con- 
sumed a sufficient quantity of foreign 
manufactures to make mercantile inter- 
course profitable. At the present time, 
its foreign trade is confined apparently 
almost exclusively to the South of 
China, Within the last few years, 
Tonquin has, however, been brought 
more prominently into notice in con 
nection with the Meikong exploration 
expedition, which finding tbat river 
unsuited for purposes of commerce, 
drew attention to the feasibility of a 
route into Yunnan and the extreme 
South-west of China by means of the 
Hungkiang, a river flowing by several 
mouths into the Gulf of Tongnin. 
‘Acting on the hint thus given, a Mr, 
Dupuis, a Frenchman residing ab Han- 
Kow, and who had been employed by 
the provincial authorities of Yunnan 
to obtain for them arms and ammuni- 
tion, made preparations to try the 
new route. Mr. Dupuis seoms to have 
had influence enongh with the French 
Government to obtain the sanction of 
the Minister of Marino to his scheme, 
and even succeeded in having the 
escort of 2 despatch boat to the mouth 
of the river. The Court of Tu-duc 
does not seem to have been con- 
sulted about this somewhat unusual 
expedition, organised for the purpose of 
carrying throngh its territory arms for 
the use of a third state, then engaged 
in warlike operations near its frontiers. 
However the case may have been, no 
active opposition was offered, and Mr. 
Dapnis was permitted to carry his 
venture through into Yunnan. We 
are not acquainted with the facts, as to 
whether or not Mr. Dupuis had made 
a previous contract with the provincial 
authorities. It mattered, however, but 
little, for Talifu having fallen, and the 
rebellion in Yunnan being practically 
at an end, the Chinese officials left the 
warlike stores on Mr. Dupuis’ hands. 
‘As it would have been practically im- 
posible to carry his war material across 
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Yunnan till he arrived at thehead waters 
of the Yangtsze, no other course re- 
mained for him, therefore, but to return 
by the route which he had taken through 
Tonquin, On arriving there, the action 
of the Chinese officials left him without 
+ money or coal, and-Mr. Dupuis, ap- 
parently, finding himself in comfortable 
quarters, seems to have determined to 
remain where he was, in a state of semi- 
independence, and protected by Chinese 
soldiers whom he had hired for the 
purpose, The Tonquinese Government, 
naturally aggrieved at’ this position of 
affairs, complained to Saigon of Mr. 
Dupuis’ conduct. The latter replied 
that he could not leave without money, 
which eventually was supplied through 
the. good offices of the Governor of 
Saigon. Still Mr. Dupuis does not 
seem tohave shown symptoms of leaving, 
and to reiterated complaints at Saigon, 
the answer was given that they might 
expel him themselves. Fearing to 
compromise themselves, they asked for 
a man-of-war to be sent,and this appears 
ta have first suggested the idea of the 
expedition which afterwards was sent 
to “restore order.” In that expedition 
Lieut. Garnier lost his life, under 
circumstances which have hitherto pre- 
cluded our gaining any definite in- 
formation as to the instructions under 
which he acted. Mr. Cordier’s paper 
was to some extent an apology for 
Lieut. Garnier’s action, and taking 
Lieut. Garnier’s previous life and con- 
duct into account, we may acknowledge 
that on his part at least, he was acting 
under orders from his Government. The 
subsequent course of events was most 
unfortunate. Lieut. Garnier does not 
seem, to have conceived it to be con- 
sonant with his instructions to assist 
the Tonguinese Government in getting 
rid of their unbidden guest. Instead 
of doing so, he at once announced him- 
self as Governor of Hanoi, and hereupon 
commenced a series of attacks and 
reprisals which eventually led to the 
lamented death of Lieut. Garnier. The 
results have been hardly consonant with 
the amount of odium gained by the 
French authorities. In the North- 
Ohina Herald of April 18th last, we 
reviewed the treaty entered into be- 
tween the French and the Government 
of Annam, and which stipulated for the 
opening of this very port of Hanoi. 
Beyond the fact of the existence of the 
treaty, little has been done. The French 
Government has apparently seen the 
indefensible nature of its connection 
with Hinoi, and has withdrawn prac- 
tically from the odium which a further 
exercise of force would surely have 
entailed. In doing so, it has not been 
loyal to the memory of Lieut. Garnier. 
The escort gent with M. Dupuis, to 
assist him in ,bis adventure to carry 
arins through independent territory, the 
raising of the money subsequently to 
pay his expenses, and the sending of 
the second expedition, were all the 
direct acts of the French authorities 
themselves, and for that certainly Lieut. 
Garnier could not be held responsible. 


It is possible that an exaggerated senso 
of duty led him to the commission of 
acts which in cooler moments he would 
not have undertaken ; but, beyond this 






he is free from the undoubted stigms ' 


which must attach to the 
authorities for the result of their recent 
action in Tonquin. 





CHLOROFORM AS A KEROSINE-FIRE 
EXTINGUISHER. 
‘Tuose of our readers who are interested 
in shipping, and more particularly in 
vessels employed in the dangerous 
branch of commerce which proved fatal 
to the Horatio, will appreciate the 
value of the following note on Chloro- 
form as a kerosine-fire extinguisher, 
which we extract from an American 
paper:—“The French journals are 
“discussing a very curious and 
“valuable method proposed by Omme- 
“ganck, of Antwerp, of extinguishing 
“the flames of burning petroleam,— 
“flames upon which water seems to be 
“without effect. Chloroform, it is 
“asserted, is absolutely non-inflam- 
“mable, and, mixed with petroleum in 
“ the proportion of one-sixth, will render 
“the latter also incombustible. More 
yhan this, if a quart of petroleum be 
“poured into a shallow dish so as to 
“expose a surface of 40 square inches, 
“and then ignited, two cubic inches of 
“chloroform ‘will extinguish it and 
“render the remainder incapable of 
“re-ignition, In this case the quantity 
“of petroleam would be nearly 16 
“times that of tbe chloroform. If 
imilar results can be obtained on 
“the large seale, it would be obviously 
“desirable for vessels laden with potro- 
“Team to carry also a supply of chloro- 
“form. To be: sure the expense of 
“the latter substance might at first 
“seem to be an obstacle ; but it would 
“certainly be much better to expend a 
“reasonable sum in this way than to 
“lose vastly more valuable property 
“in the flames.” The difficalty is 
of course to estimate what would be a 
reasonable quantity of chloroform 
to carry as a precautionary measure. 
Ifa ship 200 feet long and 35 fect 
beam bas a surface of 4,500 square 
inches on her upper deck, and carries 
a cargo of 100,000 gallons of kerosine, 
assuming that the whole of the kerosine 
were aflame at the same moment, and 
in free communication throughout—a 
most improbable supposition—the pro- 
portion of chloroform to be applied 
would be some 18,000 gals. Reducing 
the calculation to sometbing like the 
actual area of risk, however, a 
thousandth part of that quantity, or 
18 gallons, would no doubt prove 
ample to guard against all contin. 
gencies on a long voyage, as well as in 
loading and discharging. In a single 
outbreak of fire, unless it originated in 
a peculiarly inaecessible position,” a 
very small quantity of cbloroform 
would bave to be applied, both to arrest 
the flames and to prevent any chance 














of their again breaking out in the same

locality. A few botiles, judiciously 
dashed into the hold or on deck, would 
probably meet the exigency without 
risk to the operator. It is very un- 
likely that we sball again hear of a 
fire on board a kerosine laden ship 
arising from such a cause as that which 
is reported to have led to the burning 
of the Horatio—the collection of tins, 
empty, leaky, or full, on deck, in a 
position or for purposes which increaso 
manyfold the ordinary risk a ship is 
subjected to by having them on board. 
If they require repair or attention of 
any kind, or have to wait until a dila- 
tory consignee has taken charge of 
them, they ought certainly to be 
landed and stored where the chances 
of their own loss by fire, or of their 
leading to the destruction of other 
property, are reduced to a minimum. 
‘Taking the remedy suggested above, 
however, nothing could be simpler than 
to have a small supply of chloroform 
at hand in a convenient form, when 
such an inflammable substance as ker- 
osine is being moved about ; and, expen- 
sive as it is, five or ten dollars’ worth, 
applied promptly, could scarcely have 
failed, if the seientific authority quoted 
may be depended on, to save the good 
ship which was devoted to the 
flames only a week ago. We have 
suggested 18 gallons as a quantity of 
chloroform which might be expected 
to meet all emergencies. Taking into 
consideration the fact that chloroform 
has a specific gravity one-half greater 
than water, this quantity represents 
270 lbs. avoirdupois, and even at the 
price of tne article in Shanghai, $3.50 
per Ib. barely involves an outlay of 
$1,000, which after all is no great sum 
to pay for the additional security, 
when we reflect that the chloroform 
retains is value, if it should not be 
callel into use to extinguish fire, 
Chloroform must be very carefully put 
up, her ver, to make it keep, as it has 
the a: ward property of escaping from 
even the most closely stoppered bottles, 
But this objection might be over. 
come by having it put up at home in 
tubes of say two ounces each—a handy 
form for its application—and having 
these tubes hermetically sealed under the 
blow pipe. ‘The uncontrollable character 
of kerosine when once it bas caught fire, 
renders the remedy given in the 
paragraph above quoted one of the 
highest importance; and though the 
appalling conditions of a fire’ at sea ° 
have led to the suggestion being put 
prominently forward in connection with 
that most dreadful form of the catas- 
trophe, it is scarcely less advisable 
that the same restraining agency should 
be kept in readiness wherever kerosine 
is stored. Ordinary methods of ex- 
tinguishing fire are admittedly useless 
when kerosine has to be dealt with, 
and its ignition might in some cases - 
lead to the liberation of a stream of 
liquid fire which, whether it flowed on 
water (as on the Thames in 1860), or 
on land, would inevitably ‘carry disaster 
and perhaps death on its flaming tide,

Tho barometer all last night 
and all day has been falling, and as we 
have had twelve days of rather mild 
weather, we may expect a change to 
extreme cold. 

The Chinese officials are expecting the 
©. M.S.N. Co.'s steamer Fulsing, from 
Ganhwuy province, with his Excellency 
Ying-han, the new Governor-General of 
Kwangtung and Kwangse, en route to 
Peking, to have audience of the Emperor.

NAGASAKI, 
‘The Japan papers received by the mail 


steamer Nevada yesterday evening, con- 
tain notices of the result of the observa- 
tions of the transit of Venns, The Rising 
Sun reports the whole affair as having 
been generally successful, so far as the 
astronomers were concerned. The sky 
was overcast, with slight intervals of sun- 
shine, throughout the day. Fortunately, 
it was clear at the time of the first and 
second contacts, which were obtained by 
Professor Davidson, the leader of the 
‘American party, with all the precision 
expected. These intervals enabled the 
Professor to obtain excellent micrometric 
measurements of cusp and distances of 
limbs, &c. ‘The suulight was not suffi- 
ciontly strong to enable the party to 
obtain solar pictures with all the desired 
rapidity, but'a large number of satisfac- 
tory photographs were taken. During 
¢ transit frequent measurements of the 
diameter of tho planet were made, but 
the particulars wore not made known at 
the departure of the mail. As a summary 
of the results obtained by the American 
expedition it may be said that, consider- 
ing the unpropitious weather that prevailed, 
they were exceedingly satisfactory. The 
French party, stationed on the top of 
Compira, were also successful. Professor 
Janssen, before the first contact and before 
‘touched. the sun, observed the 
rough his powerful telescope. 
‘The result proved to the satisfaction of 
the Professor the existence of Iumivous 
matter around the sun, which he discovered 
during the eclipse of 1871,—by observations 
taken by him in India on that occasion— 
and to which he gave the name of 
“Coronal Atmosphere.” About 60 
photographs were taken on silver plates, 
ten by the collodian process ; 47 were also 
taken of the first contact by the revolving 
apparatus, The diameter of the planet 
was taken by Mon. Tesserand. Mr. 
Fry, the Superintendent of the Japanese 
‘Telegraph line here, was present at Compira, 
conducting the management of the wire 
between the two parties at Nagasaki 
and Kobe. About ten or a dozen 
‘messages passed between them, 

The steamer Yentai arrived from For- 
mosa on the 13th inst., with the remai 
of those who have died in the island since 
the beginning of the campaign.

‘THE SETTLEMENT OF THE HOOCHOW 
DISTURBANCE. 


We have much pleasure in publishing 
the following letter from the Rev. Mr, 
Meado China Inland Mission. 
Ab th ne we would wish Mr, 
Meadows to understand that, in comment- 
ing on the matterin hand, we had no idea, 
nor have we now, of making “ charges” 
against the Missionaries. Such was not 
our intention in any degree. We have 

ling to extend that support 
,, a8 to other members of the 
small foreign community in China, which 
they might reasonably look for from the 
English Press j and we are willing to tetify 
to the zeal and general ability displayed, 
not only by Foreign Missions in general, 
but by the Inland Mission in particular, 
We are glad of Mr. Meadows’ assurance 
that the statement referred to in our 
article did not proceed from a Missionary 
pen, and we fully endorso Mr. Meadows’ 
sentiments in the particular instance, In 
fact, Mr. Meadows’ own remarks are the 
best justification of our strictures. It is 
well to remember that there are other 
communities interested, besides those of 
foreigners in China; and that if, as we 
have reason to believe, the article we re- 
ferred to caused an impression in Chins 
the reverse of what was intended, it is un- 
likely that its effect elsewhere will be 
helpful to the cause of Missions, We 
are glad that the settlement has been 
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prompt and as satisfactory as could fairly 
‘be wished, and hope that all interested 
will be able to profit from an occurrence 
which, though unpleasant at the time, 
seems likely on the whole to lead to 
better understanding between the Mis- 
sionaries and the .native authorities and 
people :— :

Sm,—I felt grieved and a little annoyed 
on reading your leader of 17th, charging 
the Missionaries implicated in the Huchow 
Gisturvance with indiscretion “at the 
Beginning of the riot,” and also ‘charging 
them with “rushing to lay their ex-parte 
statement before the public—before even 
stating the ease to H. M. Consul.” 

‘As to the first charge, I have only to 
stato that their own Cousul—a gentleman 
as well qualified, at least, to judge of the 
merits of the case as th sr of your 
leader—discovered no indiscretion in them 
‘at the boginning of the riot.” And as 
rogurds the second charge, it is not true ; 
for the Missionaries did’ first go to the 
British Consulate to seo Mr, Medhurst, 
but that gentleman not being present, 
they consulted with Me. Stronach about 
the matter, and far from “rushing to lay 
their ez-parte statement before the public,” 
they deprecated the publicity of it in the 
newspapers altogether. ‘The Missionaries 
are not responsible for its publication. 
The “graphic account” was not written 
by them ; they have not written one word 
ny uewspaper whatever about the 
affair. I regret that the writer of the 
leader in question should have been so 
indiscreet as to charge persons with pur- 
suing a line of conduct of which there is 
no evidence that they are guilty.

‘This was an appeal from the provincial 
court of Hiogo, in a cato wherein the 
appellant, then plaintiff, sued the respondents, 

on defendants, as agents of the steamer 
Wasshi, to recover the sum of $2,369, for 
breach of charter-party. Mr. Consul Annesle; 
gave judgment at great length for the defend- 
ants, with coats, 

Mr. Hawwes, in opening, said the plaintiff 
was a Japanese who appealed against tho 
font of the Court below, in a suit he had 

yught against the present respondents. He 
(Mr." Hannen) was placed somewhat in 
& difficulty, in not having counsel on the 
other side, and his Lordship would therefore 
excuse him for running through matters 
which he would otherwise have left alone. 

‘His Lonpsurr said if anything arose in such 
away, he would point it out. 

‘Mr. Haxxex thanked his Lordship, and 
remumed by saying it was not an ordinary case 
in which a Japanese had left everything to 
the Court, for the plaintiff was represented 
by a Mr. Crutchley, who practised as an 
attorney though not ‘admitted to the Courts, 
but who represented the plaintiff by virtue 
of a power of attorney. His Lordship 
would also observe that tho respondents 
had: offered to carry out the terms of 
the charter-party, but the appellant had

‘His Lorpsmrr, referring to the advice so 
taken, said he had thought more than once 
whetlier a person who was not admitted to 
the Courts should be allowed to conduct a 
case merely by power of attorney. 

‘Mr. HaNwex said it was certainly an abuse, 
but it was done. 

His Lonpsurr said it had been done ; but 
he had often wished it had not been, for it 
was very unprofessional, and ought to be taken 
into consideration by the Bar. 

Mr. Haxsey said in the case of a native, 
it was necessary for him to have somebody to 
act for him ; but in the case of a foreigner it 
was different. He was glad his Lordship had 
adverted to the subject; and, perhaps if it 
were noticed by the Press, a stop mi 

mat to such a very objectionable state of things. 
Proceeding with his argument, ‘Mr. Hanuen 
‘said he should first of all contend that there 
had been no breach of charter-party what- 
ever; secondly, that if there. had been 
breach, it was only after the action bad been 
brought ; thirdly, that if there had been a 
breach before the action was brought, or at 
any time, it was caused by an excepted danger, 
such as arising from the perils of the seas, 
or of navigation ; and, fourthly, that if there 
had been a breach for which tho respondents 
were legally liable, he should contend that 
thoy were only liable for nominal damages. 
By the charter-party, the respondenta under: 
took to carry cargo for the appellant in three 
consecutive voyages from Kobe to Yokohatna, 
and it would be necessary for him (appellant) 
to show that they had refused to perform, or 
had not performed, three consecutive voyages. 
In September, 1873, the ship had made one 
voyage ;and at the time the action wasbrought, 
in January, 1874, the vessel was undereving 
repairsat Yokohama. How, then, could there 
have been a breach? ‘There was no evidence 
given that the respondents had refused to 
make three voyages, and to prove a breach it 
was necessary to show that they had refused. 
In support of this view, there. was the case 
of Wheeler and Babbage; 9, Exchequer Re- 

rts, p. 678. In the present case there had 

een one voyage made to Yokohama, and the 
action was brought because the ship did not 
































| return within the time the appellant expected 


to make a second. There was, however, 
nothing about time in the charter-party. The 
patition was led on the 10th of December, 
1873, and_ his Lordship would find in the

the petition was filed. That could not be 
termed an unreasonable delay, and, therefore, 
he contended there had been no breach. 
Having in view his Lordship’s recent decision 
in the case of “«Malcolmson v. Master, &o., 
of Mistletoe,” be need not allude to the 
case as to’ whether there had been a 
breach after the petition had been filed ; and 
he would further point out that the bringing 
of an action for a penalty was of its 
sufficient to discharge the other party to the 
contract. (‘Bullen and Leake,” 118, Pre- 
cedents in Pleading.) The suing for a penalt, 
twasin fact equal to saying, “have done with 
the contract,—I go for the penalty, nothin, 
more. The contract is therefore void, and 
they can do what they like.” But the 
respondents wrote to the appellant, saying 
that the ship was ready to receive his next 
cargo, though they didmention that they would 
give him 12 hours in which to decide. He 
(the appellant) did not avail himself of this 
offer, but simply sat silent, and made no reply. 
The conduct of the repondents was therefore 
very difforent to refusing to folfl the charter- 
party, and so occasion a breach. ‘The case 
occupied a very long time in hearing, as 
several adjournments were allowed by the 
Court between December, 1873, and May, 
1874; and during that time it was attempted 
to drag in a breach of the charter-party. 

His Loxpsurr asked when the letter re- 
ferred to was written by the respondents? 

Mr. Hawes aaid it was sometime in April 
that the letter was written. 
Loxpsurp—And when did the vessel 
arrive at Yokohama? 

Mr. Haxsex said she arrived there on 
February 17th, and the letter said if the re-

‘Mr. HANSEN replied in the affirmative, and 
then went on to say that the delay occasioned 
by necessary repairs to the ship could only 
and most unreasonably be styled a breach of 
the charter-party.

so in the present case. He now came to the 
point as to whether the delay arose from 
the dangers of the seas and breakage of 
machinery.

Mr. HANNES said he was aware of that, but 
he was left simply to this—there was no case 
in point, and, therefore, he contended that 
one of the perils of sea and navigation was an 
accident to the machinery. 

His Lonpsmp referred to a case, of the 
voluntary stranding of a ship, which had been 
argued not to be a peril of the seas.

to be none of that class near the spot at 
the time, ‘The prisoner was recognised at 
the Contral Police Station as an old thief, 
and there being no doubt of his having 
broken the prosecutor’s window with 
intent to plunder, the Chines Magistrate 
sentenced him to seven days’ cangue and 
to receive 100 blows, 

It is antiafactory to know that the thief 
who for some weeks past has paid periodic 
visits to suburban residences, and especially 
to those situated on the Bubbling Weil 
road, lias at length been captured. It 
‘appears that on Wednesday evening last, 
the gardener at one of the last named 
villas, saw a stranger loitering around his 
muster’s premises in very suspicious 
manner, aud therefore watched him, He 
taw him go into j 
gardens, and bel ;

Fie fellow was afterwar 
Central Police Station, where he was 
eognised a» tho thief who stole various 
articles of valuable property from the 
Tesidences of Captain Drage, Mr. J. 8.

At the Mixed Court, on Monday, a case 
of some interest to foreign householders 
came on for hearing. A coolie in the 
employ of a firm in the Bankow road, was 
charged with stealing quantity of coal 
and ash refuse, the property of his 
‘employers, A street coolie was at th 
‘same time charged with receiving 

roperty, knowing it to have been stolen. 
Fema stated to be s common ‘practice in 
the Settlement for house coolies to sell 
the cinders and ashes from the previous 
day's fires, regarding them as their per- 
quinite ; but it has been found that the 
Practice has ‘rapidly developed into an 
‘organised aystem of, robbery, the facilities 











afforded by the carrying away of the ashes 
simply giving opportunity for the conceal- 
ment and removal of quantities of unburnt 
coal, The Chinese chiffonier has not been 
slow to assist the new mode of peculation, 
a being more profitable than his ordinary 
calling of rag-picking and the purchasin 
of old bottles. In this way, large quanti 
of coal are daily stolen and sold, leading 
to frequent complaints to the police, whose 
actionheretoforehasbeenstopped, however, 
by the unwillingness of the complainants 
to appear personally at the Mixed Court 
in support of the charge. Jt is, therefore, 
proper to mention that, by Chinese law, 
the direct evidence of the prosecutor is not 
required. Suficient testimony, as in the 
ease under notice, can be given by a 
witness deputed to attend the Court, ‘Th 
of course should remove much of th 
diffidence felt as to the prosecution of native 
houso servants for other offences, ax well 
as that of stealing coal. In the present 
ease, the Chinese magistrate sentenced the 
thief to seven days’ cangue; and the 
receiver, who said hie paid 250 cash for the 
coal and refuse found in his possession, to 
seven days’ imprisonment.

BURNING AT SEA OF THE P. M.S. S. 
“ gapay.” 


While people had scarcely yot perused 
the sad of the sudd 
astrous loss of the Mongol, which reaches 
Shanghai Friday night, they were startlod 
on Saturday forenoon by the announcemeit 
of a much more appalling catastrophe, in 
the burning at sea of the Pacific Mail 
steamer Japan, which had almost reached 
the termination of her voyage from San 
Francisco to Hongkong. ‘The firat tele- 
gram, received by Mr. Langhorne, the Act- 
ing Agent of the Company, ran aa foilows:— 

“ Hongkong, — a, m., 19th Dei 

“Steamer Japan burned at mid 

‘7th December, about 45 miles this side 
Swatow, No particulars. Chief Engineer 
arrived here. 

Concurrently with this news, the rumour 
went round that in addition to some four- 
teen saloon passengers, the Japan had on 
board a great number of Chinese, placed by 
one statement at 200 and by another at 700, 
rgo amount of treasure. And asto 

ngers was tobe added a numerous 
crew, it is not too much to say that a thrill 
of horror ran through the Settlement at 
the thought of the awful death which 
had apparently befallen this floating com- 
munity of nearly a thonsand souls. Intense 
anxiety was felt for more news, but a 
second telegram, received by Messrs, Oly- 
phant & o., did not tend to allay the 
fears which had been caused by the first, 
Tt was as follows :-—~ X

“Steamer Japan is a total loas'with the 
Mails, Only one European is known to 
have been saved.”

Whether this arose from the confusion, 
which it would not be ing should 
ocour under the circumstances of having to 
escape in the middle of the night from a 
burning steamer, or was a matter of 
arrangement, remains to be discovered ; but 
as the prevalent impression in Hongkong 
on the engineer's arrival appears to have 
been that he was the only non-Chinese 
member of the ship's company who had 
succeeded in escaping, we are forced to 
the former conclusion, ‘The greatest un- 




































certainty evidently prevailed as to who 
had escaped, or what . boats might have 
ceeded in leaving the steamer or 


‘Thus the 
second special telegram, which was de 
patched after the arrival of Captain 
Warsaw at Hongkong, said wothing as to 
the number of boats or passengers 
escaped, but made meution of another 
“boat expected,” while Reuter’s does not 
venture to fir the loss of life, but 
guardedly speaks of those still ‘unac- 
counted fo mnissing.” Mr, Tyndal 
was proceeding to Canton to take up 
his duties there as U. 8. Consul, Mr. 
Crocker, the other gentleman mentioned 
in the ‘same telegram, and who ap- 
pears to have been saved, was going 
to Manila, to enter a commercial firm, 
Fortunately the Japan had very few sxloon 
passengers, indeed we have been informed 
by. gentleman who left the steamer at 
‘okohwma, that the only through p: 
to Honykoug were the two gentle- 
ed. We have no means at hand of 
ascertaining whether others booked from 
Yokohama, ‘The Chinese passengers 
numbered about 450, so that but few 
of them would appear to have been 
saved; and the other passengers, the 
ofticers and crew, brought the number 
on board up to somewhere about 600. 
‘Che gentleman we have referred to also 
speaks in high terms of the discipline on 
board, the regularity with wl 
was held, and of Uapta 
watchfulness against the possi 
ich a catastrophe as that which has 
taken his magnificent vessel. Yet the 
eve of entering port was fated to prove 
the futility of these precautions. 

A private telegram received on Tuesday 
stated that the S. ships Suco and Yantic 
had left for the scene of the catastrophe, 

Reuter’s Inst telegram regarding 
Japan, gives fuller and gratifying in 
telligence reyarding the rescue uf many 
more of the people who were on buard 
the ill-fated steamer, USS. 
Saco has been successful in finding not 
only Mr, ‘'yndal, and Mr. Gutes, the 
surgeou, but nearly 150 Chinese. How 
s0 many could have escaped from the 
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burning vessel apparently without the 
knowledge of the survivors who had pre- 
viously reached Hongkong, is surprising ; 
we can only conjecture that the suc- 
cessful launching of one of the lfe-rafts 
enabled them to do so, The arrival 
_of the Anadyr to-night or early to- 
morrow will no donbt place us in pos- 
session of details of the sad occurrence. 
Meantime it is satisfactory to know that 
the loss of life is not nearly so great 
asthe earlier telegrams led us to believe, 

‘The Japan had the reputation of 
being the largest wooden steam vessel 
afloat, her extreme length being 390 
feet, by a total width across the pad- 
die-boxes of 79 feet; her beam being 
50 feot, depth of hold’81 feet 6 inches, 
registered tonnage, 4,352, carpenter’s mea 
‘surement, 5,200 tons. She was fally equip- 
ped with’ lifeboats and life-rafts, the for-

TERRIDLE SHIPPING DISASTER NEAR HONG- 
KONG—LOSS OF THE 8.8. “ MONGOL.” 
(Hongkong Times.) 

On Saturday morning last, at about 
twelve o'clock, the steamer Mongol struck 
on a rock a few miles from Hongkong. In 
about five minutes she was completely 
submerged. Of a crew of fifty-two, 0 
teen were drowned, including Oaptain J. 
Flamank and Mrs. Flamank, 

‘About ten o'clock on Saturday morning, 
the Mongol started for Yokohama. She 
had a genoral cargo, about one-third only 
of what she could carry, and wai 
out eighteen feot of water. Th 
and a Chinese pilot were on the bridge. 
‘Tho Captain was not, we believe, familiar 
ith the navigation of these waters ; and 

id that the pilot, on leaving—just 
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Deyond the Ly-ed-moon pass —directed 
that his attention should be called to keep 
clear of the Ninepins. 

‘The second officer, Mr. Fry, afterwards 
took his place on ‘the bridge with the 





captain, At about a quarter to twelve, 
‘the Captain told Mr. Fry thero was alittle 
rock ahead, and asked him to see if he 
eould make it out onthe chart. The 
‘second officer examined the chart, but said 
he could not discover the position of the 
rock. Then the Captain, telling the second 
officer to keep well off the islaud, himself 
went and examined the chart. Soon after- 
wards he returned to the bridge, and said 
he could not discover the place of the 

‘The Captain, however, altered the ship’s 
course, alittle more to the land. A few 
minutes afterwards there was heard a 
grating noise, followed by two or three 
shocks, and the steamer rolled heavily. 
‘There was no “wash” or anything to 
indicate the presence of sunken rocks ; but 
‘it was evident that the steamer had struck 
upon one, ‘The vessel was then going at 
full speed—eleven or twelve knots an hour 
—and contact with any hard and fixed 
substance must cause serious damage. A 
huge vent must indeed have been made in 
her bottom. The Captain gave an order 
to sound the pumps, and it was found that 
the ship was full up to the orlop deck for- 
ward ; and was rapidly filling. The engi 
were then ordered to be 
the steamer was got clear of tt 
second oficer suggested whether it would 
























not be well to make for the land, but it 
was soon evident that the damage was of 
far too serious a nature to permit of that 
being done. It being reported that the 
water was gaining rapidly, the Captain and 
the second officer left the’ bridge, and the 
boats were begun to be got out. Some con- 
fusion seems to have ensued, but two of 
the boats, which wore hanging over the 
ship’s sides, were lowered without much 
dificulty, and some of the crew got into 
them, ‘These boats were soon some little 
distance from the ship. Efforts were then 
made to get off another boat, but the gear 
did not work easily ; and as the vessel’s 
head was then well under the water, and 
the ship was fast sinking, the attempt had 
to be abandoned. Every one then did the 
best he could for himself, Those who 
could seized life-buoys or pieces of wood 
and jumped overboard. The chief engineer 
meantime had thoughtfully ordered the 
engines to be stopped, and directed the men 
below to at once come on deck and look to 
their safety. ‘The only lady on board was 
the Captain's wife, and sho was an invalid, 
‘That sho has perished is of course to be 
regretted ; but it is satisfactory to note 
that, even amid the hurry and confusion, 
she was not neglected. ‘The Captain had 
laced her aft, thinking no doubt she would 
e safe till the third boat was lowered, in 
which he himself was assisting. Mr. 









































Roggers, th surgeon, remained with 
her, till desired to aid in clearing away the 
boat ; not however quitting her till 

buoy was fetched and placed round her. Ts 





is said that not more thau five minutes elap- 
sed from the time of the veseel striking on 
the rock and goingdown. She disappeared 
head foremost, Somewerewashed overboard 
before she foundered, but most went down 
with her. A violent explosion was heard 
as sho sank, the decks being apparently 
blown asunder. The water completely 
covered her. The two boats which had been 
lowered were taken charge of by Mr.

They 
oon fell in with two Chinese boats, which 
Mr, Hodgkins chartered to bring them on 
to Honykong. Mr. Hodgkins at once re- 
ported the matter to Messrs.-Heard and 
Company, the local agents of the’ New 
York, London, and China Steamship Com- 
any. The crew wero taken to the Sailors? 
Flomo, where their wants were attonded 
to; the officers being furnished with ac- 
commodation at the Hongkong Hotel.

Mr. Fry, the Second Officer, states :— 
The Mongot left Hongkong at, about 10.30 
a.m, on 12th December, with pilot on 
board, for Yokohama, At 11.20 the pilot 
left us, when off Tamtoo Island. At11.30 
passed’ the “North Ninepin Rock.” I 
‘went upon the bridge as officer of the watch, 

¢ 1.40, the Captain being on the bridge 
imeelf, informed mo there was a small 
ken’ rock off the ‘South Ninepin 
Rock,” and sent me down to look at the 
chart, but I could not discover it. 1 re- 
turned to the bridge, and reported this to 
him. Be then told me not to keep the 
ship's head too near the island, and went 
down himself to look at the chart. He 
came up and said he likewise could not see 
the rock marked, He then told me he 
thought it must be a small rock visible to 
the “South Ninepin.” Ho then altered 

‘p's course a litile to the Northward. 
Five minutes afterwards the ship struck, 
The Captain:then told mo to get tho well 
sounded, which was done, and reported 
‘water coming into the foro compartment.” 










































We then backed the engines “full spood 
astern” for afow minutes. Immediately 
afterwards we discovered that the ship had 






jumped off tho rock and was afi then 
asked him if we should turn the ship's head 
round and steer for the shore, putting tho 
engines full speed ahead. He told me to 
do #0, and it was done. ‘The man then re- 
ported the water gaining rapidly in the 
fore-hold and the enyines were then stopped, 
Tran aft to assist in getting tho boats out. 
I then discovered that the two after boats 
had left tho shi sy contained prin- 
cipally firemen and sailors. Whilst getting 
the second port boat out, I saw the ship 
was sinking rapidly by the head ; and when 
the water reached the fore part of the en- 
gine house, I, knowing T could not be of 
further use on board, got on the rail and 
jumped overboard. “I then swam out of 
the eddy and turned round, and saw the 
ship's decks blow up and ‘the ship sink. 
After floating about on a piece of wreck 
for sometime, together with the third officer, 
the boatswain, one firoman and a China 
man, I saw the bodies of the Captain’s 
wife and the officer floating about, 
dend. I ascortained this by raising their 
heads. Sometime afterwards I was picked 
up by a boat containing Mr. Hodgkins and 
several others and brought to Hongkong. 
Mr. Macfarlane, the Chiof Engineer, 
states that he was in the engine-room at 
about ten minutes to 12 a.m., when o 
sudden shock to .the vessel knocked him 
nearly off his iegs, a second shock follow- 
ing immodiately after. He reported tho 
matter to the Captain, but could get no 
answer from him. The stokehole was then 
nearly fol of water. | Tho Captain hed 
previously given the order to “full speed 
astern,”..and he left the bridge with. 
out giving any further orders. Mr, Mac- 
farlane then ordered the, engines to be 
stopped and all the people to come on deck. 
‘He afterwards told them to do the best 
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they could for themsel was 
fast sinking. He then ran to get a life- 
buoy, but the water met him at the bridge. 
He found a buoy elsewhere, jumped into 
the water with it, but was washed back 
into the rigging and went down with the. 

‘When he came to the surface the 
ship had disappeared. He afterwards ewam 
to a caprized boat and wasultimately saved 
‘by means of pan, The steamer was 
going from 114 to 12 knots when she struck, 
and sank in three or four minutes, 

Mr. J. R.° Hodgkins, a passenger on 
board the Mongol, makes the following 
statement :—Left Hongkong at 10 a.m., 
with Cl pilot on board. The pilot 
left at the eutrance. to. the Li-ee-moon 
pass, myself and second officer looking 
over the stern as ho got down the rope 
into his boat. Before getting into his 
boat, he told the second officer to tell the 
Captain to keep closr of the Ninopins. 
There waa not much sea, but there was a 
heavy awell. At about three minutes to 
twelve, when off the Ninepins, I was on 
the quarter deck, the Captain’s wife sitting 

when I felt a violent shock, or rather 
three suc: jocks. ‘The steamer was 
then going ten knots an hour. I 
naturally thought the shock was caused by 
the steamer having struck on something. 
She began to roll, and I thought she 
might capsize, but she did not. The 
Captain and second officer wore on the 
bridge when she struck. I believe the 
engines were stopped and reversed. Great 
confusion o T aasiated in clearing 
tray one of the boats. helped to put & 
buoy round tho Captain’s wife and then 
threw .into the water two bamboo chairs, 
on one of which I jumped. I had no buoy. 
Theboat whichcontained three firemen, was 
pushed astern It cane, alongside where

nd I scrambled into it; I shipped 
jer and took the command, ‘The 
awell was taking us away from the ship, 
when the steamer settled rapidly. We were 
drawn into the vortex, but not much be- 
yond the edge.

The second officer was the 
lest man picked uj been in 
the water at loastforty minutes, The third 
officer seemed half dead when picked 
him up. Ido not think five minutes 
elapsed from the moment the vessel struck 
till when she entirely disappeared, Had 
the two boats been slung inboard, Ido not 
think it possible a single person could have 
been saved. After hailing the other boat 
to see how many people it contained, Itold 
them to keep near to us, and we would 
bear for Hongkong. In the course of a 
quarter of an hour, we hailed a China 
ilot boat, and I made an arrangement 
For it to tow us into Hongkong tor $60. 
Subsequently, I engaged a secon 
take off the crew of the other ship’s bo 
Mr. Norris, the third officer, in. his 
statement says :—I cut away the lanyards 
of the steam-launch on port side, and 
called to one or two of the men to go and 
push the davits over the side, there hein, 
no falls rove. But no one replied. It 
being no use to attempt to do so myself, 
nt to the life-boat to baft it; but seeing 
it was gripped, and the near side cut away, 
Looked to see if the boat on the start 
side was clear, but found it was fast. I 
cut and unrove it, and then went. aft, 
and found they were hoisting up, the. stern 
of the life-boat to push her out. ‘The 
Captain, first officer, myself, the surgeon, 
and the fourth officer tried to swing the 
oat out aft, but found we were incapable 
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of doing 40, from (to the best of my know- 
ledge and belief) the davit being rusted in 
its socket. Ihad never seen the life-boat 
swung out, or in, or even moved from her 
chocks aince we left London. 








‘LOSS OF THE BRITISH BARQUE “ JANE. 

‘The Hongkong Times publishes details 
of the loss at sea of the British barque 
Jane, of Jersey, and also well known 
in Shanghai, which sprung « leak and 
capsized, on Nov. 13, in a heavy gale 
between the Pratas and S. W. end of 
Formosa. She was from Swatow in ballast, 
and bound to Kelung for coal. From the 
statement of Captain Le Bas, who had 
master and owner of her for sixteen 
ears, it appears that the vessel left 
ouble Island, Swatow, on Sunday, Nov.

(Rangoon Gazette.) 

‘We observe that a circular has been issued 
Secretariat to the Merchants of this 
informing them that an expedition to 
Western China will start at the end of Dec., 
under the leadership of Col. Horace Browne. 
‘The object of the mission as stated in the

the subject which the expedition has in view. 
‘As the Chamber of Commerce is obsolete here, 
the Government will not in all probability 
be troubled with many suggestions. Were 
there somewhat more unanimity amongst the 
mercantile commanity, and were anything Tike 
‘an active interest felt by the members of it in 
‘enterprises of this nature, the case might be 
different * The personnel of the expedition will 
consist of Colonel Browne, Dr. Anderson, who 
hhas-already estabhshed his reputation’ as a 
traveller ad avon, sd Mr, jog Elias, who 
holds the me Geographii 
Society on account; of explorations under- 
taken by him in China, and who is an accom- 
ished Chinese scholar. The route via 
jeinnee appears for reasons which have not 
transpired to have been abandoned and the 




















expedition will take its departure from Bhamo, 
following in all probability Sladen's route via 
‘Momein on to Talifoo. ‘An interpreter will 
most likely meet the expedition at Momein, 
but whether he will come across country 
from China appears to be uncertain. ‘The 
ultimate destination of the mission can hardly 
he foretold. It may find its way on through 
China and reach the seaboard at Canton or 
Shanghai. Valuable presents will be taken 
to be distributed en route, and his Majesty of 
Burmah appears to be most affably disposed 
towards the expedition and quite inclined to 
render every assistance. Undoubtedly his 
truest policy would be to associate himself 
more and more closely with British enterprise. 
By the opening up of the western route to 
China with our assistance, he would infallibly 
become a material gainer. We are sure the 
proceedings of the expedition will be watehed 
with the keenest interest both here and at 
home, and especially by the l.iverpool Cham- 
ber, which keeps a sleepless eye upon every- 
thing tending to shorten the road to China. 
‘The expedition will be accompanied by a very 
small guard only, with the view to protection 
against the Kachyens. We sincerely trust 
that no casualties may occur, and that the 
objects of the mission may be successfully 
accomplished.
